Exrraorpinary Trorring Marcu.—A few days ago one of the most remark- 
able matches ever known was runinthe North. The conditions were to trot 
from Neweastle to Thirsk and back, 120 miles, for £80. The ponies are the 
propenty, of a Mr. Coleman, of Gateshead, and Mr, Pinkney of Newcastle, and 

The match was made between 
the two owners, to start, yoked to the light carts they usually run about town, 
from the High Level-bridge in Newcastle to Thirsk, and return the following 
day.

In conclusion, I must say that I look with feelings of extreme satisfaction 
upon the formation of a county club for Yorkshire, feeling satisfied that it will 
be greatly conducive to the interests of the noble game in that shire.

JACK POWER. 


Jack Power was no common boxer, and at one period of his life bid fair to 
have proved himself the first pugilist on the roll of fame, had not the hand of 
death arrested his progress. As a :2st man, he was confessedly the best boxer 
of hia day. Intemperance was the rock on which he split. His constitution, 
originally good, was completely undermined from the pernicious effects of 
dram-drinking. Poor Jacx was a most distinguished favourite of the Fancy, 
and much caressed by the higher patrons of the science, It was this circum- 
stance that caused his ruin. Their praises elated him beyond measure; but it 
was their excess of friendship in too copiously treating, or, in more plain 
terms, ginning, him that ultimately proved his destruction.

His constitution, at length, became 
touched, and, from the rupture of a blood-vessel, he became seriously indis- 
dispose In fact, his recovery was for some time doubtful; but, by the aid of 
country air and good medical advice, he returned to the metropolis in excellent 
spirits, and his health eppesred. materially improved. Power's physician, 
however, warned him of the serious danger that must ensue to him should he 
aver be induced again to enter the Ring; but Jack, whose penchant for milling 
has never been exceeded by any of the professors, only laughed at these ad- 
monitions, and was not to be deterred from fighting by any systematic praden- 
tial maxims. Dreading that the charge of a ‘' white feather " should be levelled 
at his character, not all the advice of his most intimate friends could prevent 
him from pied das. the challenge given by Carter. Tho backers of the latter 
boxer were induced to lay it on thick against Power, from their knowledge of

favour of Heenan. The valiant Sayers makes no bones of declaring that LN 
“can’t lose it;” and “ little Jack," as they call Macdonald, is very confide? 
‘But go to-morrow towards the other end of the town, and you will find the 
‘ Sages of the East," congregating round the sea-coal fires of Bill Richardso8 
and Harry Orme, inclined to a different opinion. The lads of Shoreditc®, 
the butchers of Whitechapel, the sailor-boys of Tower-hill and the 
Highway, mostly put their faith upon him who leans on eo 
Blue Anchor. In the Israelite quarter, too, King is well thought of. 
Pass through Houndsdi'ch, or Petticoat-lane, and you will find many ° 
the lozenge-eyed, sagacious people, who boast of Mendoza and the two Datch 
Sams, ready to take the odds, but none willing to lay it. They will all take 
two to one with eagerness; and a hook-nosed fellow, who keeps a jeweller’s 
shop in the Minories, proposes an even bet, ‘vith anybody vot vants to lay 
money agen a beautiful gold vatch, wallied at twenty pound, and sheap as 
dirt, my dear!" I have had a talk or two with'the old Jew of Ratcliff-highway, 
but there is a kind of Bunsbyism about his pe eeeney. at present, very unlike 
his clear, cutting emphasis, when he spoke of Jem Mace.

JACK LANCASTER. 

Jack Lancaster was a lively, game, and scientific boxer; and, could hi is 
hands have been depended upon, there is little doubt but he might hav 
achieved several conquests among page of his own weight. His style of 
fighting was much admired by Jack Power; and this celebrated boxer took 
great pains to improve it during the frequent practico they had together. From 
the aclentific stylefdisplayed by Lancaster in vanquishing Marten, the Jew, a 
subscription purse was entered into of £25 that he might have a trial of skill, 
at Wilsdon, in Middlesex, on June 14, 1813, with Frere, a pugilist of no mean 
quality, and who took twenty-five minutes milling from Power, when that 
Pugilist was in his prime, before hefcried out enough. Marten, it seems, anxious 
to recover his lost laurel, again entered the Ring with Lancaster, at Coombe- 
Warren, on October 13, 1813, for twenty guineas a side anda subscription 
purse. Marten was"seconded by Jacobs and Puss; and Harmer and Clark 
attended upon Lancaster. The latter was the favourite at 3 and 4 to 1. Up- 
Wards of ten thousand persons were present; and the patience of the amateurs 
Was completely exhausted from the protracted state of the battle, which con- 
tinued the unusual length of three hours and thirty-five minutes, occupying one 
hundred and ninety-flye rounds! From the protracted state of the battle, half- 
minute time seemed too short for Lancaster. Except shifting (although ft may 
be deemed a safe way to win), the activity of Marten was much noticed. Tor 
the last half hour the Jew was the favourite, as Lancaster was quite blind and 
Worn out. He would not say “No!” but contended till nature refused to pro- 
Ceed, and he lost the battle in not being able to appear at the scratch when 
time was called. His right hand was disabled after the first twenty suntan
